If your treasury is 
empty, charge a small admission fee, or 
hold a collection ; butdonothing that you 
can not ask God's blessing upon it, al- 
ways have something that is elevating, that 
has a tendeney to build up, and draw us 
heavenward. The world is full of alure- 
ments to draw young people down to des- 
truclion. So when we give entertain- 
ments let us have them elevating. I do 
not think it prudent to hold entertain- 
ments simply to keep the treasury filled, 
(however it seems necessary sometimes.)
